The usual precautions were taken, holds fumigated, rat 
guards placed on wharf lines, and Lascars' effects disinfected. 

During the week ended March 31, 1906, there were 31 deaths from 
cholera, 232 deaths from plague, and 224 deaths from smallpox in 
Calcutta.
